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To All Interested in the History of California: 

The California Historical Society is an organization formed "to 
collect, preserve and diffuse information relating to the history of 
California." Up to the present time, however, because of its small 
membership and consequently limited funds, the Society has devoted 
itself mainly to the last of the three named purposes, disseminating 
information through its publications and the addresses given at its 
monthly luncheon meetings. 

The California Historical Society Quarterly, the principal publi- 
cation of the Society, is issued in January, April, July and October 
of each year, and contains besides original articles on various phases 
of California history, a documentary section in which are printed 
documents hitherto unpublished, or that may have been published pre- 
viously in whole or in part in some form usually inaccessible to the 
general reader. For this purpose, the abundant collections of the 
Bancroft Library, California State Library, Mr. C. Templeton Crocker, 
Mr. Henry E. Huntington, and others, are open to us. Reviews of 
recent California books, bibliographical articles, and notices of auction 
sales of Calif orniana, are important features of the Quarterly; and 
occasionally a diary of the early days in California is printed for the 



first time, or an article is reprinted from an old newspaper. A synopsis

From 
time to time the Society issues separately in pamphlet or book form 
such articles appearing in the Quarterly as are of general interest to 
collectors of Californiana. These will be sold to the public on receipt 
of the purchase price.
